Looking  back  on  Ashbury's  recent  record  of  achievement  with  Mrs.Tordon,  our  Director  of  University  Admis- 
sions, I  was  struck  by  the  success  of  our  students  in  being  selected  to  attend  the  most  competitive  university 
programs,  and  in  receiving  prestigious  academic  awards.  In  the  last  eight  years,  we  have  had  students  accepted 
in  all  eight  Ivy  League  schools,  MIT,  Oxford,  and  Cambridge.  We  have  won  the  two  most  prestigious  university 
scholarships:  Queen's  Chancellor's  and  National  Scholarship  at  University  of  Toronto.  We  received  the  Miller 
Thomson,  Toyota  Earth  Day,  and  Canadian  Merit  Scholarships.  For  each  of  these  scholarships,  less  than  15 
are  awarded  across  the  country.  This  year  alone,  our  grads  have  offers  to  6  out  of  8  Ivies,  and  with  multiple 
offers  to  2  of  these,  which  is  very  rare.  This  is  a  testament  to  the  strength  of  our  academic  and  co-curricular 
program  and,  of  course,  the  students.  What  do  these  high-achieving  students  have  in  common?  They  have  a 
high  degree  of  involvement  in  the  arts,  in  sports,  or  in  community  service. ..and  often  a  combination  thereof! 
This  trend  corroborates  what  educational  futurologist  Gary  Marx  says  in  his  recent  book ,  Sixteen  Trends.  He 
suggests  that  in  order  to  succeed  in  this  accelerated  world  of  knowledge  creation  and  breakthrough  thinking, 
you  should  cultivate  your  ingenuity  and  your  creativity  through  the  arts.  He  says  that  music,  dance,  musical 
theatre,  the  visual  arts,  creative  writing,  and  many  other  art  forms  stimulate  your  thinking.  Your  future  might 
very  well  depend  on  your  ability  to  see  and  think  in  new  ways,  across  disciplines. Through  the  arts,  sports,  and 
community  service,  which  challenge  your  perceptions  and  help  you  see  the  world  in  new  and  creative  ways, 
you  will  stay  on  the  right  track.  Have  a  wonderful  summer!

This  year,  the  Daily  Life  Team  reviewed  student  leadership.  We  defined  leadership  as  "taking 
responsibility  and  taking  the  initiative".  Students  who  have  an  interest  and  passion  can,  and  do, 
influence  others  to  positive  action.  Through  their  Senior  School  years,  we  hope  students  will  find 
opportunities  to  grow  their  leadership  skills.  Examples  this  year  included  a  number  of  Grade  10 
students  who  organized  a  letter  writing  campaign  for  "Cards  for  Shane".  Shane  is  a  young  boy 
with  terminal  cancer,  who  dreams  of  setting  a  world  record  for  birthday  cards  received.  The  stu- 
dents who  organized  the  letter  writing  campaign  were  not  appointed  or  elected;  they  took  it  upon 
themselves  to  take  action.  Students  who  aspire  to  a  formal  position  (prefect,  student  council,  team 
captain)  usually  have  informal  experiences  that  provide  them  with  the  confidence,  credibility  and 
respect  to  qualify  them  for  a  position  of  responsibility.  Our  leadership  program  is  designed  to  enable 
students  to  see  the  pathways  to  take  responsibility  and  take  the  initiative,  as  the  "Cards  for  Shane" 
project  illustrates.  Leadership  is  about  teaming  and  collaboration. There  are  leadership  roles  in  all 
aspects  of  a  project  or  initiative:  video  presentations,  poster  making,  committee  work,  community 
service  and  numerous  other  activities  behind  the  scenes  that  demonstrate  elements  of  leadership. 
Indeed,  knowing  when  to  follow  and  when  to  lead  shows  a  level  of  understanding  and  maturity 
in  how  people  work  together  productively.  We  encourage  parents,  students  and  faculty  to  refer  to 
the  Ashbury  Student  Leadership  Handbook  to  find  out  how  to  get  involved.
